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Education Faces Problem 

Education today faces a problem which possibly no other 
field of endeavor encounters. This is a shortage of facilities 
for the next twenty years. Considering the importance of 
education (see cartoon) this shortage is becoming more and 
more serious as time goes on. 

The tidal wave of “war babies” which deluged the schools 
is expected to continue with America’s birthrate remain- 
ing high. Many districts have adopted the split session with 
the children spending only half a day in school. In other dis- 
tricts whole grades have had to be transferred from school 
te school in addition to the split session in efforts to reheve 
the crowded conditions, 

Again considering what is at stake, there is no good rea- 
son why such overcrowding should be aliowed to continue. 
Some cities are passing school bond measures, as did Sacra- 
mento last month, but these bond programs are designed to 
accomodate only the near future, Still farther in the future 
is more of the same problem and the time to plan for it Is 
now, 

One solution advanced is that the government spend less 
for foreign aid and put the money saved into a school build- 
ing program, Of course, the question of federal aid to educa- 
tion enters here, but without discussing the point we have 
the fact that billions are being spent abroad while American 
children attend overcrowded schools. 

The most important part of the problem seems to be that 
of bringing the realization to the public of the meaning of a 
lack of school facilities educators state that 
high school and even college students are 
sufficient skill in spelling and reading by the time they 


reach those levels of education. This is one result. If ade-
